- MOURNS ITS MAKER 


Hee Wood Carver Dies 
in Canada. 
| 


Toronto, Ont.—There died -a few 
duys ago in Ste. Anne de Beaupre, 
Quebec, ut the age of eighty-six, Louis 
Jobin, the originator of, the cigar-store 
Indian. 

Louis Jobin’s family name does not 
rest exclusively on his bizarre produc: 
tion. He was described as the great- 
est wood carver in the world. He 
carved wood. for seventy years, though 
of late his sight had failed and he had 
laid uway the chisel. 

The present generation knew him 
only as the religious wood carver of 


the shrine of Ste. Anne de Beaupre. 


The pilgrims who left their crutches 
took away in their stead little Jobin 
statuettes. His work has gone all over 
the world, but the world is onawure 
of him. He never signed his statues. 

You cannot go into a church in rural 
Quebee or motor through its roads, 
that are one unending village, without 
seeing: a Jobin. He made wayside 
shrines and CalVaries as well as stat- 
ues for churches, His subjects were 
Christ and Mary and the Holy Babe, 
the innumerable saints of the calendar. 
And his chisel and mallet made many 
an apostle. ~ Indeed, with his -tong, 
white patriarchal beard, he himself 
did not look unlike an aypostle or an 
early Cifristian father. 

He did net furget his patron saint, 
Ste. Anne, “Our Lady of the Miracles.” 
A more than Hfe-slzed statue of her 
is ls the garden of the basilica of the 
Canadian Lourdes and pious pilgrims 
Riss her had in gratitude. 

- There is a notable Jobin figure in 
the study hall of the College of Ste. 
Anne de Pocatiere and the figure of 
General Wolfe in a niche of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific vailroad office in Que- 
bec fs also from his chisel. But for 
Jobin the niche would be empty. The 
original statue was taken by the offi- 
cérs of a. British ship, but Quebee, 
which is determined to honor Wolfe 
as well as Mowticalim, tud Jobin re 
place it. 

The Toronto Art gallery has one of 
his angeis and it does not need to hang 
its head in the sculpture gallery beside 
the masterpiece of. Chinese art. _It 
also has the simplicity of greatness, 
the tranquil digniyy of transfigured 
persona! emotion. 

While cigar-stere Indians are be- 


coming extinct, those crented by Jo--| 


bin in his early days in the industry 
are in keen demand by collectors. One 
of the masterpieces of St. Nocitine 
stands today at the front door ‘of a 
tobacconist’s shop an the Rue St. Jean. 
in Quebec city, where it was placed 
fifty years age. The owner has te- 
fused $500 for it. 

Jobin was a humble artist, who 
never talked of art’ for art’s sake, but 
did whatever his hand found to do. 

What was in demand sixty and sev- 
enty years ago bld figureheads for 
ships.

So the young 
Jobin, although he'«went for a brief 
period to New York, found more 
ample scope for his talents at home, 


Learned Art Young. 


He has given thig account of his 
early life: “I was born at Pointe aux

was a wood carver, to learn the trade, 
We did a big business in ships’ figure- 
-heads. There were many ships and 
they all wanted ornaments on the 
prow and nameboard on the stern. 1 
made dolphins and sirens and Nep- 
tunes. The sign outside my shop is 
a Neptune, which was ordered but not 
taken. ; 
“Forty years | carved for ships,” 

he went on. “Then tbe steamers came 
in and fron had ao use for wood. 1 
had long carved Indians. 1 also carved 
the figure of a notary for a notary's 
door in Montreal. But for years 1 
have done mostly angels and apostles 
and saints.” 

Jobin’s art will..not, altogether die 
th him. He leaves :behind bim a 
Pneptéw, Edouard Marcotte, trained in 
his craft, and Ste, Anne, though the 
great master of wood carving is no

CATCH LIGHTNING 
TO BREAK ATOMS 


May Present World With Mys- 
terious New Force. 


Berlin.—Like Berfjamin = Franklin, 
three young German scientists have 
gone fishing in the clouds to catch 
lightning and tame it. 

They hope to release atomic energy 
wlth the beip of the terrifically high 
electrical voltage which they drag 
down from the thunderstofms in the 
skies with a huge wire net strung 
between the peaks of Mount Gen- 
eroso in Switzerland. 

So far, the only promising efforts 
to demolish the atom have been made 
by means of radium on a small scale. 
But the Germans will attempt demo- 
ltion of the atom in a wholesale man- 
ver, with the ald of. 5,000,000 volts 
of electricity coaxed from the clouds 

This audacious dream stands with- 
{in a few months of realization, ac- 
cording to the belief of the young 
scientists, Doctors Lange, Brasch and 
Urban, all under thirty and students 
at the University of Bertin. 

If this be true, the yonng wizards 
may present the world with an im- 
measurably powerful and mysterious 
force, .or ray, which will revolution. 
ize things matertal. 

These modern gods of thunder and 
Hghtning have searched out the lo. 
cality in the Swiss Alps visited most 
frequently by natural electricai dis- 
charges, 

Last summer, with the help of all 
the discoveries of learned scholars 


‘since the-time of “Poor Richard” and 


his kite, the Germans found that 2,- 
000.000 volts could be controlled by 
their method. : 

Their “lightning tamer” was a fair- 
ly simple device, merely an enormous 
spread of wire mesh provided with 
bristling points. It was suspended 
on a cable betweer. peaks with three 
sets of insulators and a complicated 
apparatus for measuring the current. 
«From ai tiny, lightning-proof hut, 
the young wizards watched as the

The part of the sword was found 
amid a score of. skeletons and cere- 
montal relies which Doctor Moorehea’ 
declared were of a pre-Columbian age. 
which he considered most significant. 

The sword was found beside the 
skeleton of a warrior and ‘stuck 
straight up in the ground, where it 
probably had been placed after the 
brave had been buried, Doctor Moore 
head said. This relic of the white 
man’s invasion of uorth Georgia meas- 
ured about six inches and was made 
from fron, @ strong Indication that it 
came from’ De Soto's band, Doctor 
Moorehead declared. 

In addition to the sword, many 
“war points,” fine arrowheads used in 
battle, were found at the right hand 
of the warrior, who was buried alone. 
At. the feet lay a spade of delicate 
green granite, perforated and highly 
polished, which the Andover scientist 
said was a symbol of the tribe’s re 
spect for its religion, as it was roo 
frail for actual usage. 

The skeleton was found in what ap- 
parently had been a hut made of posts 
of cedar and pine that were iu an ex- 
cellent state of preservation consider- 
ing the centuries they had been buried.

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OYSTERS DO GROW 
_ ON TROPIC’S TREES 


Attached to Roots of Man- 
groves in Swamps. 


Washington.—An utd to the lumber- 
man, to the horticulturist, to the cas- 
ual visitor whose curiosity is aroused 
by the strange plants of tropical 
America and to the botanist has just 
been published by the Smithsonian 
Institution in the shape-of a descrip- 
tive account of the flowering plants of 
the Panama Canal Zone. It is the 
work of- Paul C. Standley of the na- 
tional herbarium and is the result of 
a plan made seven years ago in which 
the Smithsonian, the Department of 
Agriculture and the Canal Zone au- 
thorities joined forces. 

Its value to the IAyman makes this 
publication a rare type of scientific 
paper, Since many of the plants of 
the Canal Zone are common ‘to all 
Central America and the West Indies, 
the usefulness of Mr, Standley’s work 
as a handbook is correspondingly in- 
creased. Besides a brief description 
of each plant, the author discusses 
its history, gives all the vernacular 
names obtainable so that the plant 
can be readily identified locally, and 
lists its uses. . 

Bark Used for Canoes, 

The uses are varied and interesting. 
Of the bark .of the.coubaril (senna 
family) the author says that “re- 
moved in a single large piece it is 
sometimes utilized by the Indians for 
making canogs, and it is reported that 
canoes with a capacity of twenty- 
five men are sometimes fashioned 
thns. is 
known in trade - -as South American 
copal, exudes from the trunk. This 
gum often becomes buried in the soil 
about the roots, to be dug up by col- 
lectors sometimes long after the tree 
is decayed. It is employed in the 
manufacture of varnish, for medicinal 
purpeses and for incense in churches.” 
From the pulp of the anatio seeds, 
writes Mr. Standiey, is obtginéd an 
orange dye, much exported to this 
country for coloring butter and cheese 
as well as oils and varnish. The bark 
of the tree contains a rough fiber 
from which twine is made, and a gum 
similar to gum arabie is obtained 
from the branches, 

The early Spanish explorers mistook 
the frult’ of the manchineel foF crab 
apples, according to Mr.. Standley, 
and ate it, in some cases with fatal 
fesults. “They immediately gave it a 
fearful reputation, affirming that a 
person who rested beneath the tree 
would become. blind or. even. die. }

* Oysters Do Grow on Trees. 

Mr. Standley mention, an interest- 
ing fact about the mangroves, which 
grow in the coastal swanips with their 
roots under water. “Ovsters are often 
attached to the roots, hence a com- 
mon and.literally true statement that 
in the tropics oysters grow upon 
trees.” ‘ 

In his f{ntroduction Mr.) Standley 
gives a short history of the isthmus 
of Panama, mentioning that it was 
the site of the first European settle. 
ment on the American continent. The 
Spaniards settled there.some years 
before the first colonization of Mexico, 
which took place in. 1519.
